Warrant  for  Town  Meeting. 


Worcester,  ss. 

To  either  of  the  Constables  of  the  town  of  Douglas,  in  the 
County  of  Worcester,  Greeting  ; 

In  the  name  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts, 

You  are  directed  to  notify  the  inhabitants  of  the  town  of  Doug- 
las, qualified  to  vote  in  elections  and  in  town  affairs,  to  meet  in 
the  Town  Hall,  in  said  Douglas,  on  Monday,  the  twenty-first  day 
of  March,  inst.,  at  ten  o’clock  in  the  forenoon,  then  and  there  to 
act  on  the  following  articles,  to  wit : 

Art.  1.  To  choose  a Moderator  to  preside  at  said  meeting. 

Art.  2.  To  choose  a Town  Clerk,  Treasurer,  three  Select- 
men, three  Assessors,  Town  Agent,  six  Constables,  Tax  Collect- 
or, Agent  and  three  Appraisers  on  the  Devise  of  Moses  W'allis, 
three  Fence  Viewers,  and  three  Bridge  Viewers,  all  for  one  year  ; 
also,  one  Overseer  of  the  Poor,  three  School  Committee,  and 
two  Trustees  of  the  Public  Library  for  three  years  ; also,  one 
School  Committee  for  one  year,  and  one  for  two  years,  to  fill 
vacancies. 

Art.  3.  To  choose  all  other  necessary  Town  Officers,  and 
to  fill  any  vacancies  that  may  appear. 

Art.  I.  I'o  vote  on  the  question.  Shall  licenses  be  granted 
for  the  sale  of  intoxicating  liquors  in  this  town  the  ensuing  year  ? 

Art.  o.  To  hear  the  annual  reports  of  the  several  Town 
Officers  and  act  thereon. 

Art.  G.  To  raise  by  tax  and  appropriate  such  sums  of  money 
as  may  be  necessary  for  the  support  of  Poor,  of  Schools,  for  re- 
pairing school  houses,  repairing  highways  and  bridges,  for  pay- 
ment of  debts  and  interest,  and  contingent  expenses  the  ensuing 
year. 
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Art.  7.  'I'o  raise  by  tax  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  three 
hundred  dollars  for  Superintendent  of  schools. 

Art.  8.  d'o  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  instruct  the  Collector 
of  Taxes  for  the  year  1892,  to  collect  interest  on  all  taxes  not 
paid  at  a specified  time,  and  to  fix  said  time  and  rate  of  interest ; 
and  see  if  the  town  will  give  the  Collector  of  Taxes  the  same 
authority  that  a Town  Treasurer  has  when  Collector. 

Art.  9.  To  determine  the  time  when  Poll  and  other  'Taxes 
shall  be  collected. 

Art.  10.  To  see  if  the  town  will  accept  the  list  of  names 
proposed  by  the  Selectmen  to  serve  as  Jurors  the  ensuing  year, 
or  amend  the  same  by  adding  thereto  or  taking  therefrom. 

Art.  11.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  pay  the  members  of 
the  Fire  Company  the  sum  of  eight  dollars  each,  for  their  ser- 
vices the  ensuing  year,  no  member  to  receive  said  sum  until  he 
has  served  his  full  year  ending  April  1,  1898,  and  all  fines  to  be 
deducted  from  said  amount,  and  covered  into  the  treasury  of 
said  Company. 

Art.  12.  To  see  what  use  the  town  will  make  of  the  Dog 
Fund  (so  called)  for  the  ensuing  year. 

Art.  13.  To  see  of  what  number  the  acting  Superintending 
Committee  of  schools  shall  consist,  and  what  compensation  they 
shall  receive. 

Art.  14.  To  see  what  compensation  the  town  will  allow 
their  Tax  Collector,  for  collecting  taxes  the  ensuing  year. 

Art.  15.  To  see  if  the  town  will  raise  and  appropriate  the 
sum  of  one  hundred  and  fifty  dollars  to  Samuel  Sibley  Post,  G. 
A.  R.  for  charitable  purposes  under  provision  of  chapter  189, 
Sec.  1,  of  Acts  and  Resolves  of  the  year  1885. 

Art.  1G.  To  choose  one  or  more  Auditors  in  accordance 
with  Sec.  1,  Chap.  221,  of  Laws  and  Resolves  of  1888. 

Art.  17.  To  raise  such  sums  of  money  as  may  be  necessary 
to  furnish  state  aid  to  disabled  soldiers  and  their  families. 

Art.  18.  I'o  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  buy  a piece  of  land 
of  J.  A.  Richardson  for  the  purpose  of  enlarging  the  town  cem- 
etery, and  to  repair  or  rebuild  the  fence  on  the  easterly  side  of 
said  cemetery,  or  act,  or  do  anything  in  relation  to  the  same. 

Art.  19.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  reset  some  of  the 
oldest  headstones  now  laying  down  in  town  cemetery. 

Art.  20.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  As- 
sessors to  abate  such  taxes  as  in  their  judgement  ought  to  be 
abated,  which  were  assessed  the  previous  year. 
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Art.  21.  To  see  if  the  town  will  authorize  its  Treasurer, 
with  the  approval  of  the  Selectmen,  to  borrow  money  in  antici- 
pation of  taxes  of  the  ensuing  year,  and  to  issue  notes  of  the 
town  therefor,  the  debts  incurred  thereby  to  be  paid  from  said 
taxes. 

Art.  22.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  sell  or  rent  their 
Town  Farm,  Or  act,  or  do  anything  in  relation  to  the  same. 

Art.  23  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  protect  the  ponds 
in  Douglas,  from  parties  living  out  of  town  fishing  in  them. 

Art.  24.  I'o  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  discontinue  the 
Oram  mar  school. 

.Art.  25.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  rescind  the  vote 
passed  at  the  annual  March  meeting  of  1890,  under  Art.  14  of 
the  warrant  of  said  meeting,  where  the  town  voted  to  unite  with 
other  towns  and  employ  a Superintendent  of  schools. 

Art.  26  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  lessen  the  number 
of  weeks  of  our  primary  schools,  and  if  so,  how  many  for  each 
term,  or  how  many  for  the  year. 

Art.  27.  To  see  what  action  the  town  will  take  in  relation 
to  the  suit  now  pending  of  Louisa  M.  Dore  vs  the  Inhabitants  of 
Douglas,  or  act.  or  do  anything  in  relation  to  the  same. 

Art.  28.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  pay  to  Mary  Shel- 
don the  whole  or  any  part  of  the  money  paid  the  town,  on  ac- 
count of  taxes  assessed  on  land  her  late  husband,  Ezekiel  Shel- 
don, did  not  own,  or  act,  or  do  anything  in  relation  to  the  same, 
.Art.  29.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  pay  the  heirs  of 
Iletsey  Brown  any  part  of  the  money  paid  to  the  town,  on  ac- 
count of  taxes  assessed  on  land  not  owned  by  them,  or  act,  or 
do  anything  in  relation  to  the  same. 

W'e  have  fixed  the  time  at  which  the  Polls  may  be  closed  at 
three  o’clock,  P.  M. 

And  you  are  directed  to  serve  this  warrant  by  posting  up  attest- 
ed copies  thereof,  at  the  Post  Office  in  East  Douglas,  at  the 
Post  Office  in  Douglas  Center,  and  at  the  Tavern  House 
of  William  Jepherson,  so  called,  in  South  Douglas,  ten  days  at 
least,  before  the  time  for  holding  said  meeting.

(iKx  ri.KMKx  : — 1 respectfully  submit  the  annual  re- 
port of  the  condition  of  the  schools  for  the  year  ending' 
March, 

.Although  there  have  been  many  changes  of  teachers  during 
the  year,  yet  the  progress  made  by  the  schools,  with  but  very 
few  e.xceptions,  has  been  more  satisfactory  than  the  previous 
year. 


Changes  of  Teachers, 

At  the  close  of  the  fall  term.  Miss  l>reck  tendered  her  resig- 
nation to  accept  a different  ])osition  in  another  part  of  the 
state.  .Miss  llreck  was  one  of  the  most  successful  teachers, 
having  been  principal  of  the  (irammar  school  six  or  seven 
yeans.  She  has  done  faithful  and  excellent  service,  and  will 
long  be  remembered,  honored  and  esteemed  by  her  many 
puj)ils,  the  parents  and  committee.  It  is  seldom  a teacher 
closes  her  career  with  so  much  respect  and  regard.  It  was 
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lier  fortune  to  have  lived  in  pleasant  relations  with  her  pupils 
aiul  with  the  parents.  1 regretted  very  iuuch  that  the  school 
was  to  lie  deprived  of  her  efficient  and  conscientious  labors, 
the  results  of  which  were  so  plainly  visible.  'The  teacher 
elected  to  the  vacancy  remained  until  the  C'hristmas  holidays. 
.Miss  Lincoln  was  transferred  to  the  school  from  Xo.  1,  where 
slie  was  very  popular  with  her  pupils  and  doing  e.xcellent  work. 
Lnder  her  management  the  school  is  constantly  impro\'ing  and 
she  is  striving  earnestly  to  bring  it  back  into  its  good  condition. 
There  is  no  reason  why  it  should  not  be  as  orderly,  quiet  and 
studious  as  before,  and  if  it  continues  to  make  the  same  ad- 
vancement as  in  the  last  few  weeks,  it  will  soon  become  so. 

'The  vacancy  in  Xo.  1,  was  filled  by  Miss  Rowell  of  Merri- 
mac.  I am  very  much  pleased  with  her  work  in  this  school. 
Miss  Nellie  Burkett  succeeded  .Mrs.  Lymon  in  Xo.  4,  and  Miss 
I )arling  resigned  her  position  at  Wallum  Bond  to  accept  a more 
preferable  one  in  Rhode  Island.  'The  winter  term  of  seven 
weeks  was  taught  by  .\fiss  Peters.  In  Xo.  1>,  Intermediate, 
Mrs.  Hadley,  an  experienced  and  successful  teacher,  was  elect- 
ed at  the  commencement  of  the  fall  term,  .Miss  Arey  succeed- 
ed Miss  C'ollins  in  Xo.  If),  Intermediate,  and  .Miss  Hawes  ac- 
cepted the  position  in  the  Primary,  made  vacant  by  the  resig- 
nation of  ^Iiss  C'hamberlin. 


Schools  and  Teachers. 

'I'here  are  thirteen  schools  in  the  town,  viz: — High,  (Iram- 
mar,  two  Intermediate,  three  Primary  and  six  mixed  or  ungraded. 

HuiH.  - 'The  High  school  has  been  in  session  thirty-nine  weeks 
and  under  the  same  instructor  as  last  year.  .Mr.  (’has.  'P.  Katon. 
The  number  registered  during  the  year  is  thirty-seven.  'I’wo 
having  completed  the  three  years'  course  and  not  being  able  to 
remain  another  year  received  their  diplomas,  while  two  have 
dropped  from  the  school,  leaving  the  number  on  the  register 
thirty- three. 

(1k.amm.\r.— 'The  resignation  of  .Miss  Hreck  was  a heavy  loss 
to  this  school  It  was  therefore,  with  no  little  anxiety  that  we 
saw  it  enter  upon  the  winter  term.  If  Miss  Lincoln  had  been 
called  to  the  school  at  the  commencement  of  the  term.  I tjiink 
but  little  interruption  would  have  occurred.  However,  1 am 
confident  that  under  her  management  and  instruction  it  will  soon 
regain  its  former  standing. 
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I NTKRMEniATE. — Thc  two  intermediate  schools  have  been 
taught  by  Mrs.  Hadley  and  Miss  Arey.  'The  progress  made 
has  been  satisfactory. 

Primary. — 'The  importance  of  our  Primary  schools  over  all 
others  arises  from  two  facts: — First,  that  more  than  one-half 
of  all  the  scholars  are  in  these  schools;  Second,  that  the  im- 
pressions made  at  this  period  affect  most  essentially  all  their 
subsequent  school  life.  I’he  qualifications  of  Primary  school 
teachers  are,  therefore,  of  the  utmost  importance.  Of  the 
teachers  now  employed,  it  may  be  fairly  said,  that  their  labors 
have  met  the  approval  of  parents,  committee  and  superintend- 
ent. 

rxcRADKD. — 'The  ungraded  schools  generally  have  been 
doing  very  well.  Some  have  done  more  and  better  than  others. 
Some  of  the  teachers  have  more  experience  and  work  more 
diligently,  and  devote  themselves  more  fully  to  their  work, 

'Pf.acukrs.-- 'There  is  a wide  difference  between  teaching 
school  and  keeping  school.  'Teaching  is  as  much  a trade  or 
profession  as  any  other  employment,  and  has  as  many  failures. 
As  there  are  hundreds  who  can  never  become  skilled  mechan- 
ics. lawyers  and  doctors,  so  there  are  hundreds  who  will  never 
be  successful  teachers.  'The  assertion  that  every  scholar  that 
passes  through  the  high  school  is  competent  to  teach,  is  as 
silly  as  it  is  absurd.  'There  are  many  other  qualities  besides 
the  high  school  training  that  go  to  make  up  the  successful 
teacher.  I think  most  of  the  teachers  in  our  town  have  ren- 
dered good  service  the  past  year.  'I'hey  have  read  more  on 
the  subject  of  teaching,  have  taken  some  educational  publica- 
tion, and  have  thus  informed  themselves  more  thoroughly  on 
such  work  as  would  enable  them  to  be  more  competent 
and  successful. 

School  Houses  and  Ventilation. 

I desire  again,  respectfully,  to  call  your  attention  to  the 
needs  of  better  school  accommodations,  and  1 hope  the  town 
will  take  some  favorable  action  towards  the  erection  of  a new 
school  building.  'I'he  number  of  pupils  in  the  primary  grades 
of  Xos.  o and  !l.  is  often  greater  than  the  numl)er  of  desks — 
the  extra  pui')ils  occup)  ing  the  settees  along  the  sides  of  the 
room  all  the  available  space  for  desks  has  been  used,  d'he 
rooms  are  too  small  for  the  number  of  pupils.  Xo.  !l  has  seats 
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with  desks  for  fortv-two  puiDils,  while  the  nuinl)er  rejristered  is 
fifty-five. 

Crowded  together  as  tliey  are,  is  not  ()nly  a source  of  great 
inconvenience  to  teachers  and  scholars,  hut  detrimental  to  the 
health  of  the  children,  and  retards  the  progress  of  the  school. 
'The  citizens  must  bear  in  mind  that  intellectual  training  is  not 
all  of  an  education.  'The  health  of  the  pupils  is  very  important, 
and  scholars  in  poorly  arranged  and  poorly  ventilated  rooms, 
have  not  enough  vitality  to  attain  a high  grade  of  scholarship. 
'The  headaches  and  listlessness  of  the  pupils  and  the  nervous 
exhaustion  of  the  teachers  are  due  to  the  poorly  ventilated 
school  rooms.  If  these  rooms  were  visited  by  the  state  in- 
spectors of  public  buildings,  they  would  be  condemned  as  not 
being  properly  ventilated.  As  the  subject  of  ventilation  has  at- 
tracted considerable  attention  throughout  the  state  the  past 
year,  and  many  cities  and  towns  have  been  obliged  to  make 
large  appropriations  to  meet  the  requirements  of  the  law,  per- 
haps it  would  be  well  to  state  several  sections  of  the  Act,  which 
was  approved  Mar.  ’id,  ISSS. 

Skci  iox  ’2.  Every  public  building  and  every  school  house 
shall  be  ventilated  in  such  a proper  manner  that  the  air  shall 
not  become  so  exhausted  as  to  be  injurious  to  the  health  of  the 
persons  present  therein,  d'he  provisions  of  this  section  and 
the  preceding  section  shall  be  enforced  by  the  inspection  de- 
partment of  the  district  police  force. 

Sec.  8.  ^\'henever  it  shall  appear  to  an  inspector  of  factories 
and  public  buildings,  that  further  or  different  sanitary  provis- 
ions or  means  of  ventilation  are  required  in  any  public  building 
or  school  house  in  order  to  conform  to  the  requirements  of  this 
Act,  and  that  the  same  can  be  provided  without  incurring  un- 
reasonable expense,  such  inspector  may  issue  a written  order 
to  the  proper  person  or  authority,  directing  such  sanitary  pro- 
visions or  means  of  ventilation  to  be  provided,  and  they  shall 
thereupon  be  provided  in  accordance  with'  such  order  by  the 
public  authority,  corporation  or  person  having  charge  of. 
owning  or  leasing  such  public  building  or  school  house. 

Sec.  4.  Any  school  committee,  public  officer,  corporation 
or  person  neglecting  for  four  weeks  after  the  receipt  of  an 
order  from  an  inspector  as  provided  in  the  preceding  section 
to  provide  the  sanitar\’  provisions  or  means  of  ventilation  re- 
(juired  thereby  shall  be  punished  by  fine  not  e.xceeding  one 
hundred  dollars. 
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1 think  the  inspectors  claim  that  two  hundred  and  fifty 
cubic  feet  of  air  space  per  pupil  is  considered  a fair  allowance 
and  two  hundred  feet  the  minimum.  'The  room  in  No,  H. 
would  allow  about  one  hundred  and  eleven  cubic  feet  per  jni- 
pil,  and  in  No.  .‘b  one  hundred  and  fourteen  cubic  feet. 

Attendance. 

During  the  winter  term,  the  unusual  prevalence  of  colds  and 
lai  (b'ippe  has  greatly  lowered  the  attendance  in  all  the  schools 
and  has  necessarily  interfered  with  the  progress  of  the  pupils. 
Some  of  the  pupils  have  divided  their  time  between  the  public 
school  and  the  Parochial  school,  and  are  registered  in  both. 
How  large  this  number  is  I am  unable  to  say.  From  the  num- 
ber of  children  seen  in  certain  parts  of  the  village  during 
school  hours,  it  is  evident  there  are  some  that  attend  school 
very  irregularly.  If  asked  why  they  are  not  at  school,  they  say 
they  attend  the  Parochial  school,  or  give  some  other  excuse. 
Fivery  effort  should  be  made  to  find. why  they  are  absent,  and 
see  that  they  attend  the  school  to  which  they  belong,  d'here 
may  be  cases  that  will  need  severer  measures,  especially  where 
the  parent  refuses  to  send  his  child  to  school.  Such  a case 
was  reported  to  me  by  a teacher,  and  referred  to  one  of  the 
committee.  If,  on  investigation,  it  was  found  correct,  the  law 
enacted  by  the  C'ommonwealth  for  the  attendance  at  school 
should  be  rigidly  enforced.  Phe  truant  school  for  this  county 
was  opened  Feb.  'i,  for  the  reception  of  those  pupils  that  are 
disposed  to  play  truant.  In  a town  like  Douglas,  \'ery  few 
children,  if  any,  but  will  prefer  to  go  to  school  constantly  and 
regularly,  when  the  only  choice  lies  between  the  public  school 
and  the  truant  school.  Put  children,  like  those  of  larger 
growth,  always  prefer  to  rely  upon  facts  and  the  positive  execu- 
tion of  the  laws,  to  promises  and  threatenings.  When  they  see 
the  laws  will  be  rigidly  enforced,  then  they  readily  comply  with 
them.  It  is  only  the  prompt  enforcement  of  the  law  that  will 
bring  the  pupils  into  the  schools  and  keep  them  there  during 
the  term. 


Drawing. 

Soon  after  the  commencement  of  the  fall  term,  drawing  was 
introduced  into  all  the  schools  above  the  primary  grade,  and 
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instruction  Iins  liccn  ^ivcn  by  tlie  regular  tcachc'rs.  Althouj^h  I 
am  aware  that  this  arrangement  will  not  produce  such  satis- 
factory results  as  if  we  had  a special  teacher  enpiged  for  the 
purpose,  still  I am  much  pleased  at  the  very  good  results  ob- 
tained, and  the  systematic  manner  in  which  the  study  has  been 
managed  by  most  of  the  teachers.  At  a teachers’  meeting  in 
the  spring  term  Mr.  Henry  '1'.  bailey,  one  of  the  state  agents, 
and  whose  special  work  is  to  advance  and  improve  the  study 
of  drawing,  addressed  the  teachers  upon  the  subject,  giving 
them  many  valuable  helps  and  suggestions.  As  the  teachers 
ac(|uire  a better  knowledge  of  the  methods  to  be  used,  and  the 
jnipils  more  interest  and  skill,  1 think  in  a few  years  the  schools 
will  furnish  specimens  of  free  hand  drawing,  that  will  justly 
commend  your  action  in  placing  this  important  and  useful 
study  in  the  schools. 


Eecommendations. 

First  among  the  recommendations  1 would  again  urge  the 
importance  of  a new,  four  room,  two  story  school  building. 
Such  a building  can  be  erected  at  a cost  of  from  eight  thousand 
to  ten  thousand  dollars,  with  all  the  late  improvements  in 
heating  and  ventilation.  It  is  absolutely  necessary  that  some- 
thing be  done  to  relieve  the  over  crowded  condition  of  the 
Primary  schools  and  provide  better  accommodations  for  the 
(Grammar  and  Xo.  P,  Intermediate.  A bright,  airy  school 
room  is  an  educator  in  itself.  'The  surroundings  of  children 
at  school  have  much  to  do  with  making  them  good  men  and 
women,  and  that  is  one  of  the  great  ol:)jects  of  our  public 
school  system,  to  make  good  citizens. 

In  closing.  1 wish  to  thank  the  teachers  for  their  hearty  co- 
operation in  the  work  of  the  schools,  and  the  committee  for 
the  conhdence  placed  in  me.

Aldrich  and  Rev.  James  W’ells, 
whose  advice  and  council  could  safely  be  followed,  and  whose 
assistance  in  all  the  duties  of  the  committee  could  be  relied 
upon.  .\s  it  has  pleased  .\lmighty  (iod  to  remove  them  from 
our  midst,  we  feel  that  our  loss  must  be  their  ‘»ain. 

'The  committee  have  attended  to  their  part  of  the  school 
work,  by  keeping  the  houses  in  good  repair.  W’e  have  been 
obliged  to  make  quite  e.xtensive  repairs  in  .\o.  1 o,  as  the  stoves 
in  both  rooms  smoked  to  such  an  extent  that  some  days  it  was 
impossible  to  keep  school.  both  old  chimneys  were  taken 
down  and  a new  one  built  in  the  center  of  the  building,  by  so 
doing  we  were  enabled  to  dispense  with  the  long  stove  pij^es. 
W’e  also  laid  a new  poor  in  the  east  room,  and  built  a fence  on 
the  south  side  of  the  school  lot.  'These  repairs  place  Xo.  lo 
in  good  condition. 

An  addition  of  S-lO  in  seats  for  the  (Irammar  school  wa.s 
made  to  accommodate  all  the  pupils  attending.
